this British colony have forced ad­ 
dicts to come into the open and 
appeal for government distribution 
of the drug. 
Truckloads of police swoop sev­ 
eral tim es a night on some of the 
estim ated 2,(KX) dens in Chinatown 
and along the waterfront and riv'er- 
side districts. 
Since the campaign began last 
July , more than 550 persons have' 
been charged before the courts and 
333 have been jailed for smoking, 
running dens and trafficking in tlie 
drug. Smokers get sentences of 
tw'o wrecks imprisonment, the dcn- 
keepers and smugglers six months. 
The addicts, under the name of 
the “Opium Smokers Association,“ 
appealed to Gov. John F. Nico l 
to reintroduce legal opium distri­ 
bution in the name of “ humanity 
and m ercy .“ The petition added: 
“The millions that opium brought 
to the governm ent’s coffers bcfoic 
the w ar now seeps underground i 
into the pockets of sm ugglers.”

him. 
Don’t blame him 
for the

product. 
A w eather m an has feelings, too, 
I discovered in talk ing with E r­ 
nest J. Christie, meteorologist in 
charge of the U. S. Weather Bu­ 
reau in New York . 
Christie gets a 
little tired of 
hearing 
sports 
announcers 
say. 
“ the w eather m£ |n w asn’t very k ind 
to us today.” He flinches when he 
m eets an acq uaintance in the rain 
who complains, 
“fine 
day 
you 
brought us.” 
“ You’d be surprised how- many 
people 
still 
blame

w eather,” Christie says. “Why not 


blame 
the 
weather? 
.\nd 
Ihey're going to blame ram on us, 
why ru)t gi\e us credit for the 
sunshine.

Christie finds that many }j<a)ple

w eather is concerned, 
the y call 
his office with all sorts of * q ues­ 
tions. Should I Tak e the baby out 
today? Will the race track be fast 
or muddy? Should I close all the 
windows before I leave? Does my 
boy need a raincoat today? 
“All we can do,” Christie .^ays, 
“ is repeat the forecast to theni. 
We never advise people what to do. 
They must m ak e up their own 
m inds.” 
When they’re not blaming bad 
weather on the weather man. .some 
people blame it on things they 
don’t understand— lik e the explo­ 
sion of an atom bomb. "The ef­ 
fects of an atomic explosion in the 
atm osphere,” 
Christie 
explains, 
“ is very, very small compared to 
the amount of transformations of 


energy m the upper air needed to 
produce weather changes.” 
Some people get so mad about 
the w eather they’ve even threat­ 
ened to phone their congressman 
about the weather man. IThis has 
happened to .Jmn Dsmun, assistant 
meteorologist at the bureau here.
